Touching the: Firſt : His Majeſties Occaſions 
for Money are but too evident, For, to fay no- 
thing, how we are negle&ed abroad, and diſtra- 
Qed at heme 3 the Calling of this Parliament, 
and our Sitting here (an Eflet which no light 
Cauſe could in xthele times have produced) is -e- 
nough to make any reaſonable Man belieye, 


That the Exchequer abounds not ſo mach in 
Money 
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Money, as the State does in Occaſions to'uſe it, 
And I hope weſhall all appear willing to diſprove: 
thoſe who have thought to diſſwade his Ma- 
jeſty from this way of Parliaments, as uncertaia.z, 
and to let Him ſee, it is as ready, and more ſafe 
for the Advancement of His Affairs, thay any 
New, or pretended Old, way whatſoever. 

© For the ſpeedy Diſpatch required, which was 
the Second thing, not only his Majeſty, but Res 
Ipſa loquitnr ;, the occalion ſeems to umportune 
no leſs : Neceſſity is come upon us like an Ara- 
ed Man. * 

Yet the uſe of Parliaments heretofore (as ap- 
pears by the Writs that call us hither) was ta 
adviſe with His Majeſty of things concerning the 
Church and Commonwealth. And it hath ever 
beeri the Cuſtom of Parlianients, by good and 
wholſom Laws to refreſh the Commonweakh in 
general z yea and to deſcend into the Remedies 
of particular Grievances 3 before any mention 
made of a Supply. Look back upon the: beſt 
Parliaments, and fill you ſhall find, That the 
laſt Ads are for the free Gifts of Subſidies on the 
Peoples part, and General Pardons on the. Kings 
part, Even the wiſeſt Kings have firſt acquaint- 
ed their Parliaments with their Deſigns, and the 
Reaſons thereof z and then demanded the Af 
fiſtance, both of their Council and Purſes, But 


Phyſicians, though they be called of the Inelh 
| muſt - 
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muſt not ſtomach it, or talk what might have 
been, but apply themſelves roundly to the Cure. 
Let us not ſtand too nicely upon Circumſtances, 
nor too rigidly poſtpone the matter of Supply, 
to the healing of our lighter Wounds. Let us 
. do, what poſſibly may be done with reaſon 
and Honeſty on our parts, to' comply with His 
Majeſties Defires, and to prevent the imminent 
Is which threaten us. 

But conſider (Mr. Speaker) that they who 
think themſelves already undone, can never ap- 
_- themſelves in Danger : and they that 

ve nothing left, can never. give freely. Nor 
" ſhall we ever diſcharge the Truſt of thoſe that 
ſent ns hither, or make them believe that they 
contribute to their own Defence and Safety z un- 
leſs his Majeſty be pleaſed, firſt to reſtore them 
to the Propriety of their Goods and Lawful Li- 
berties, whereof they eſteem themſelves now 
out of Poſſeſſion. One need not tell you, That 
the Propriety of Goods is the Mother of Cou- 
rage, and the Nurſe of Induſtry , makes us va- 
Hant in War, and Good-husbands in Peace. The 
Experience I have of former Parliaments, and 
my preſent Obſervation of the care the Coun- 
try has had to chooſe Perſons of Worth and 
Courage, makes me think this Houſe like the 
Spartans, whoſe forward Valour required ſome 
ſofter Muſick to allay and quiet their Spirits, 
to) 
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too much moved with the ſound of Martial In- 
ſtruments, 'Tis not the fear of Impnſonment, 
or, if need be, of Death it ſelf, that can keep 
a true-hearted Ezgliſþ Man from the care to 
leave this part of his Inheritance as entire to Po- 

ſterity, as he received it from his Anceſtors. 
This therefore let us firſt do, and the more 
{peeduly, «hat we may come to the matter of Sup- 
ply 3 let us give new Force to the many -Laws, 
which have been heretofore made for the main- 
taining of our Rights and Priviledges, and endea- 
vour to re{tore thisNation to the Fundamentaland 
Vital Liberties, the Propriety of our Goods, and 
the Freedom of our Perſons : No way doubting, 
but we ſhall find His Majeſty as gracious and rea- 
dy, as any of his Royal Progenitors have been, 
to grant our juſt Deſires therein, For not only 
the People do think, but the Wiſeſt do know, 
That what we have ſuffered in this long Va- 
cancy of Parliaments, we have ſuffered from his 
Miniſters. That the Perſon of no King was ever 
better beloved of his People; and that no Peo- 
ple were ever more unfatished with the Ways of 
levying Moneys, are Two Truths which may }. 
ſerve one to demonſtrate the other : For fuch 
1s their Averſion to the preſent Courſes, That 
neither the admiration they have of his Maje- 
ſties native Inclination to Juſtice and Clemency, 
nor the pretended Conſent of the Judges, could 
G make 
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make thetn willingly ſubmit themſelves to this 
late Tax of Ship-Money. And ſuch 1s their na- 
tural Love and juſt Eſreemof his Majeſty's Good- 
neſs, That no late Preſſure could provoke them, 
nor any Example invite them to Diſloyalty or 
Diſobedience. 

But what 1s it then, that hath bred this miſ- 
underſtanding betwixt the King andohig Peo- 
ple 2 How is1t, that having ſo good a King, we 
have ſo much to complain of 2 Why, we are told 
of the Son of Solowron, that he was a Prince of a 
tender Heart 3 and yet we ſee, by the Advice of 
violent Counſellers how rongh an Anſwer he 
gave to his People. ' That his Finger ſhould be 
as heavy as his Fathers Loins, was not his own, 
but the Voice of ſome Perſons about him, that 
wanted the Gravity and Moderation requiſite 
tor the Counſellors of a young King. I love 
not to preſs Allegories too far : but the Reſem- 
blance of Job's Story with ours holds fo well, 
that I cannot but obſerve it to you. It plea- 
ſed God to give his Fnemy leave to afflict him 
more than once or twice, and to take all he 
had from him; and yet he was not provoked 
ro rebell,- ſo much as with his Tongue : thongh 
he had no very good Example of one that lay 
very near him, and felt not half that which 
he ſuffered.

with us ; I doubt not, but we ſhall ſee fairer 
Days, and be as Rich in the Poſlcſſion of our 
OWN as ever we Were. 

I wonder at thoſe that ſeem to doubt the Suc- 


_ ceſs of this Parliament, or that the Miſunder- 


ſtanding between the King and his People ſhould 
laſt any longer, now they are ſo happily met. 
His Majeſties Wants are not ſo great, but that 
we may find means to ſupply him : Nor cur De- 
fires, ſo unreaſonable, or ſo incompatible with 
Government, but that His Majeſty may well fa- 
tisfie them, For our late Experience, I hope, 


* Will teach us what Rocks to ſhun; and how ne- 


cellary the uſe of Modepation 1s. And for Ets 
Majeſty, he has had Experience enough , how 
that proſpers, which is gotten without the con- 
current Good Will of his People : Never more 
Money taken from the Subject ; never more want 
in the Exchequer. It we look upon what has 
been paid ; it is more then ever the People of 
England were wont to pay in ſuch a. time : if 
we look upon what has been effected therewith 3 

G 2 Ic 
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it ſhews, as if never King had been worſe ſupply. 
ed. So that we feemto have endeavoured the 
filling of a Sieve with Water. Whoſoever gave 
Advice for theſe gourſes,has made good the ſaying 
of the Wife Man, Qui conturbat Domumn ſar, 
poſjedebit ventum. By new ways they think to 
accompliſh Wonders ; but in truth they graſp the 
Wind, and arc at the ſame time cruel to us, and 
to the King too. For if the Commonwealth 
flouriſh, then he that hath the Sovereignty can 
never want nor do amiſs : ſo as he govern not 
according to the Intereſt of others; but go the 
ſhorteſt and the ſafeſt Ways to his own and the 
Common Good. 

The Kings of this Nation have always go- 
verned by Parliament : And if we look up- 
on the Succeſs of things ſince Parliaments were 
laid by, it reſembles that of the Crrecians,

eſpecially on the Subjeds part. For though the 
King hath gotten little ; they have loſt all, 

But His Majeſty ſhall hear the Truth from us 3 
and we ſhall make appear the Errors of thoſe 
Divines, who would perſwade us, that a Mo- 
narch muſt be Abſolute, and that he may do all 
things ad libitum 3 receding not only from their 

| Text 
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Text (though that be a wandring too) but 
from the way their. own Profeftion might 
teach them, State ſuper Vias antiquas, and Remove 
not the ancient Bounds and Land-marks which our 
Fathers have ſet. If to be Abſolute, were to be 
reſtrained by no Laws 3 then can no King 1n 
Chriſtendom be © for they all ſtand obliged to 
the Laws Chriſtian. And we ask no more for 
to this Pillar are our Priviledges fixt, our Kings 
at thcir Coronation taking a ſacred Oath not to 
infringe them. 

I am ſorry theſe Men take no more care to gain 
our Belief of thoſe things, which they tell us 
for our Souls Healthz while we know them fo 
manifeſtly in the wrong, 1n that which concerns 
the Liberties and Priviledges of the Subjects 
of England : But they gain Preterment 5 and 
then 'tis no matter, though they neither believe 
themſelves, nor are beheved by others. But 
ſince they are ſo ready to let looſe the Conſci- 
ences of their Kings, we are the more carefully 
to provide for our Protection againſt this Pulpit- 
Law, by declaring and reinforcing the Municipal 
Laws of this Kingdom. 

It is worth obſerving, how new this Opinion 
is, Or rather this way of riling, even among them- 
ſelves. For Mr. Hooker, who ſure was no re- 
fractory Man, (as they term 1t) thinks, That 
the firſt Government was Arbitrary, till it was 
G 3 found, 
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found, that to live by one Mans Will, became 
the Cauſe of all Mens Miſery : (theſe are his 
Words) concluding, That this was the Original 
of inventing Laws. And if we look further 
back, our Hiſtories will tell us, that the Pre- 
Jates of this Kingdom have often been the Me- 
diators between the King and His Subjedts, to 
preſent and pray redreſs of their Grievances: and 
had reciprocally then as much Love and Reve- 
rence from the People. 

But theſe Preachers, more active than their 
Predeceſlors, and wiſer than the Laws, have 
found out a better Form of Government. The 
King muſt be a more Abſolute Monarch, than any 
of his Predeceſlors; and to them he muſt owe 
it : thovgh in the mean time, they hazard the 
Hearts of his Peoplez and involve him in a 
Thouſand Difficulties. For, ſuppoſe, this Form 
of Government were inconvenient 3 and yet this 
is but a Suppoſition, for theſe Five hundred Years 
it hath not only maintained us in ſafety, but 
made us Victorious over other Nations 3 but, I 
iay, ſuppoſe they have another Idea of one 
more convenient : we all know how dange- 
rons Innovations arc, though to the better, 
and what hazard thoſe Princes muſt run, that 
enterprize the change of along eſtabliſht Govern- 
ment. Now of all our Kings that have gone 
before, and of all that are to ſucceed in this 


happy 
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happy Racez Why ſhould ſo Pious and ſo Good 
a King be expoſed to this Trouble and Hazard ? 


Beſides, that Kings ſo diverted can never do any 


great Matter abroad. 

But while theſe Men have thus bent their 
Wits againſt the Laws of their Country 3 
whether they have neglected their own Pro- 
vince, andywhat Tares are grown up 1n the Fleld 
which they ſhould have tilled, I leave it to a ſe- 
cond Conltderation : not but that Rghgion ought 
to be the firſt thing in our Purpoſes and Deſires : 
but that which 1s firſt in Dignity, is not always 
to precede in order of time. For Well-Being 
ſuppoſes a Being 3 and the firſt Impediment, 
which Men naturally endeavour to remove, 1s 
the want of thoſe things, without which they 
cannot ſubſiſt, God firſt afligned unto Ada 
Maintenance of Life, and gave him a Title to 
the reſt of the Creatures, before he appointed 
a Law to obſerve. And let me tell you, if our 
Adverfaries have any ſuch deſign, as there is 
nothing more eaſie, than to impoſe Religion on 
a People deprived of their Liberties ; D there 
is nothing more hard than to do the ſame upon 
Freemen. 

And therefore (Mr. Speaker) I conclude with 
this Motion, that there may be an Order preſent- 
ly made, that the firſt thing this Houſe will con- 
fider of, ſhall be the reſtoring this Nation in ge- 
G 4 neral 
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neral to 'the Fundamental and Vital Liberties ; 
the Propriety of our Goods, and Freedom of 
our Perſons : and that then we will forthwith 
conſider of the Supply deſired. 

And thus we ſhall Siſharge the Truſt repoſed 
| in us, by thoſe that ſent us hither. His Maje- 
ſty will ſee, that we make more than ordinary 
haſte to ſatisfie his Demands : and wg ſhall let all 
thoſe know, that ſeek to haſten the matter of 
Supply , that they will ſo far delay it, as they 
give Interruption to the former. 
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MY LORDS, 


Am commanded by the Houſe of Commons, 

to preſent you with theſe Articles = 
Mr. Juſtice Crawley, which when your Lor _— 
ſhall have been pleaſed to hear read, I ſhall 
leave (according to cuſtom) to ſay ſomething of 
what I have collefted from the ſenſe of that 
Houſe, concerning the Crimes therem con- 
tained. : 


Then the Charge was read, containing his extraju- 
dicial Opinions ſubſcribed; and judgment given for 
Ship-money ;, and afterward, a Declaration in his 
charge at an Ajſize, That Ship-money was ſo Inherent 
a Right in the Crown, that it would not be in the pow- 
er of a Parliament to take it away. 


My Lords, Ys 
NN OT only my Wants, but my AfﬀeCtions 
render me leſs fit for this Employment : For 
though it has not been my happineſs to have the 
Law a part of my breeding; there is no Man 
ho 
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honours that Profeſſion more, or has a greater Re- 
vereiice towards the Grave Judges, the Oracles 
thereof. Out of Parliament, . all our Courts of Ju- 
ſtice are governed or direfted by them : and when 
a Parliament is call'd 3 if your Lordſhips were not 
aſliſted by them, and the Houſe of Commons by 
other Gentlemen of that Robe, Experience tells 
us, it might run a hazard of being ſtiled Parliamen- 
#nm indoforum. Bit as all Profeſſions are obnoxi- 
-ons to the malice of the Profeſſors, and by them 
moſt eaſily betrayed 3 {o (my Lords) theſe Arti- 
cles have told you, how theſe Brothers of the Coif 
are become fratres in malo; how theſe Sons of the 
Law-have torn: out the Bowels of their Mother, 
But this Judge (whoſe charge you laſt heard) in 
, one expreſſion of his, excels no leſs his Fellows 
than they have done the worſt of their Predece(- 
ſors,in this Conſpiracy againſt the Commonwealth, 
Of. the Judgment, for Ship-money, and thoſe ex- 
trajudical Opinions preceding the ſame (wherein 
-they\ are joyntly -concern'd) you have already 
heard: how unjuſt and pernicious a proceeding 
that was in ſo publick a Cauſe, has been ſaffici- 
ently expreſs?d to your Lordſhips. But this man, 
adding deſpair to our miſery, tells us from the 
Bench, that Ship-money wasa Right ſo Inherent 
in the Crown, that it would .not be in the Power 
of an A& of Parliament to take t away.  Here- 
in. (my Lords) he did not only give as deep a 
| Wound 
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Wound to the Commonwealth, as any of the 
reſt ; but dipt his Dart in ſach aPoyſon, that, fo 
far as in him lay, it might never receive a Cure, 
As by thoſe abortive Opinions, ſubſcribing to the 
Subverſion of our Propriety , before he heard 
what could be ſaid for it, he prevented his Own 3 
So by this Declaration of his,' he endeavours to 
prevent the Judgment of Tour Lordſhips too 3 
and to confine the Power of a Parliament, the 
only Place where this Miſchief might be re- 
dreſt. Sure he is more wiſe and learned, than 
to believe himſelf in this Opinion 3 or not to 
know how Ridiculous it will. appear to a 
Parliament, and -how Dangerous to himſelf : 
And therefore, no doubt, by ſaying, no Par- 
liament could abohſh this Judgment z his mean- 
ing was, That this Judgment had abolifh'd. Par- 
haments. ; 

This Impoſicion of Ship-money, ſpringing from 
a pretended Neceſlity 3 was it not enough, that it 
was grown Annual, but he muſt entail it upon 
the State for ever 3 at once making Neceflity 
inherent to the Crown, and Slavery to the Sab- 
Je&t 2? Neceſlity, which diffolving all Law, is fo 
much more prejudicial to His Majeſty than to a- 
ny of us, by how much the Law has inveſted 
his Royal State with a greater Power, and am- 
pler Fortune. For ſoundoubted a Truth, it has 
ever been, that Kings, as well as Subjects, are in- 
| volved 
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vdlved in the Confuſion, which neceſſity pro- 
daces 5 that thaiHeathen thought their Gods alſo 
comged by the: fame 3 Pareamus neceſſitati, quant 
wee Homines nee Dii ſuperant. This Judge then, 
having in his Charge at the Aflize declared the 
diflolation of. the Law, by this ſuppoſed neceſli- 
ty-z with what Conſcience could he at the ſame 
Afize proceed to condemn and puniſh Men ; un- 
lefs perhaps he'meant, the Law was {till in force, 
for. our Deſtruftion, and not for our Preſervation ? 
That it ſhould have Power to kill, but none to 
Protect us? A thing no leſs horrid, than if the 
San ſhould burn without lighting us or the Earth 
ſerve only to bury, and not. feed and nouriſh 
LG 
But (my Lords) to demonſtrate, that this was 
a ſappolititious impos'd Neceflity, and ſuch as 
they could remove when they pleaſed ; at the laſt 
Convention if Parliament, a Price was (et upon 
it 3 for Twelve $ubſsdies you ſhall reverſe this Sentence. 
It,may be ſaid, that ſo much Money would have 
removed the preſent Neceſlity : but here was a 
Rate ſet 'upon future neceſlity ; for Twelve Subſe- 
dies you ſhall never ſuffer neceſſity again, you ſhall for 
ever aboliſh that Judgment. Here this Myſtery is 
revealed, this Vizor of Neceflity is pull'd off : 
And 'now it appears, That this Parliament of 
Judges had very frankly and bountifully pre- 
{cnted His Majeſty with Twelve Subſidies, " be 
evi- 
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levied on Your Lordſhips and the Commons: 
Certainly thereis no Priviledge which more pro= 
perly belongs to a Parliament, than to open the 
Purſe of the Subject : and yet theſe Judges, who 
are neither capable of fitting among us inthe Houſe 
of Commons, nor with your Lordſhips, ' other- 
wiſe than as your Afliſtants, have not only aſ- 
ſum'd to themſelves this Priviledge of Parlia- 
ment, but preſum'd at once to make a preſent to 
the Crown, of all that either your Lordſhips, 
or the Cofnmons of England do, or ſhall here- 
after poſſeſs. 

And becauſe this Man has had the boldneſs to 
put the Power of Parliament 1n ballance with the 
opinion ot the Judges ; Tſhall entreat your Lord- 
ſhips to obſerve by way of comparifon, the ſo- 
lemn and ſafe proceeding of the one, with the 
precipitate diſpatch of the other. In Parliament 
(as your Lordſhips know well) nonew Law can 
paſs, or old be abrogated, till it has been thrice 
read with your Lordſhips, thrice in the Commons 
Houſe, and then it receives the Royal Aſlent ; fo 
that 'tis like Gold ſeven times purified : Whereas 
theſe Judges by this one Reſolution of theirs, 
would per{wade his Majeſty, that by naming Ne- 
ceſſety, he might at once diſſolve (at leaſt ſuſpend) 
the great Charter two and thirty times confirm'd 
by his Royal Progenitors, the Petition of Right, 
and all vther Laws provided for the maintenance 

of 
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of the Right and Propriety of the Subjet. A 
ſtrange force (my Lords) in the ſound of this word 
Neceſſity, that like a Charm it ſhould filence the 
Laws, while we are diſpoyl'd of all we have. For 
that but a. part of our goods was taken, is owing 
to: the Grage and Goodneſs of the King 3 for fo 
much as concerns theſe Judges, we have no 
more: left than they perhaps may deſerve to have, 
when your Lordſhips ſhall - have paſſed Judg- 
ment.upon them : This for the negle& of their 
Oaths, and betraying that publick Teuſt, which 
for the conſervation of our Laws was repoſed 
in-them. | 

Now for the cruelty and unmercifulneſs of this 
Judgment 3 you may pleaſe to remember that in 
the 01d Law they were forbid to ſeeth a Kid in his 
Mothers Milk 3 of which the received interpreta- 
tion is, that we ſhould not uſe that to the deſtrn- 
tion of any Creature, which was intended for its 
preſervation: Now (my Lords) God and Nature 
has given us the Sea as our beſt Guard againſt our 
Enemies, and our Ships as our greateſt Glory a- 
bove other Nations 5 and how barbaroully would 
theſe Men have let in the Sea upon us, at once to 
waſh away our Liberties, and to overwhelm, if 
notour Land, all the Propriety we have therein ; 
making the Supply of our Navy, a pretence for 
the ruine of our Nation ? Fer obſerve, I beſeech 


you, the fruit and conſequence of this Judgment, 
how 
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how this Money has proſpered, how contrary an 
effe&t it has had to the end, for which they pre- 
tended to take1t: On every County a Ship is an- 
nually impos'd 3 and who would not expett, 'but 
our Seas by this time ſhould be covered with the 
number of our Ships ? Alas (my Lords) the daily 
Complaints of the decay of our Navy tell us how 
ill Ship-Money has maintained the Sovereignty of 
the Seaz and by the many Petitions which we re- 
ceive from the Wives of thoſe miſerable Captives 
at Algier, (being between four or five thouſand of - 
our Countrymen) it does too evidently appear that 
to make us Slavesat home, is not the way to keep 
us from being made Slaves abroad : fo far has 
this Judgment been from relieving the. preſent, 
or preventing the future neceflity 5 that as it 
changed our Real Propriety into the ſhadow of a 
FRogricty, ſo of a feigned it has made a real ne- 
. cellity. 

A lizele before the approach of the (zaxles to 
Rome, while the Romans had yet no apprehenſion 
of that danger, there was heard a voice 1n the Air, 
lowder than ordinary, The Gazles are come ; which 
voice after they had fack'd the City,. and befieged 
the Capitol, was held ſo ominous, that Livie relates 
it as a Prodigy. This Anticipation of necethity 
ſeems to have been no leſs ominous to 115 ; Theſe 
Judges, like ill boding Birds, have call'd neceflity 
upon the State, in a time when I dare fay they 

thought 
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thought themſelvesin greateſt ſecurity. But if it 
ſeem - Superſtitions to take this as an Omen 3 ſure 
I am, we may look on it as a cauſe of the unteign- 
ed neceflity we now ſuffer ; for what regret and 
diſcontent had this Judgment bred among us ? 
And as when the Noiſe and Tumulrt in a private 
Houſe grows ſo loud as to be heard into the 
Streets, 1t calls in the next Dwellers exther kindly 
to appeaſe, or to make their own ule of the do- 
meſtick ſtrife ; ſo in all hkelihocd our known 
diſcontents at home have been a concurrent 
cauſe to invite our Neighbours to viſit us, fo 
much to the expence and trouble of both theſe 
Kingdoms. 

And here, My Lords, I cannot but take notice 
of the moſt ſad effect of this oppreſſion, the ill in- 
fluence it has had upon the Ancient Reputation 
and Valour of the Erglih Nation: And no won- 
der, for if it betrue that Oppreflion makes a wiſe 
Man mad 5 it may well ſuſpend the Courage of the 
Valiant. The ſame happened to the Romans,when 
for renown in Arms they moſt excell'd the reſt of 
the World ; the ſtory is but ſhort; 'twasin the time 
of theDecemviri (and I think the chief troublers of 
our State may make up that number.) The Decem- 
wiri, My Lords, had ſubverted the Laws, ſuſpend- 
ed the Courts of Juſtice,and (which was the grear- 
eſt grievance both to the Nobility and People) had 
for ſome years omitted to aſſemble the Senate, 
for 
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which was their Parliament : This, fays the Hi- 
ſorian, did:nort:only dejet the Romans, and make 
'them deſpaivp of their Liberty, but caufed them to 
be leſs valned by their Neighbours : The: Sabines 
take the advantage and invade them; and now 
the Decemviri are forc'd to call the long-deſired 
| Senatez whereof the People were ſo glad, that 
Hoſtibus bellaque gratiam habuerunt : This Atſembly 
breaks up in diſcontent : nevertheleſs the War 
proceeds; Forces are raiſed; led by ſome of the 
_m___ and with the Sabites they meet in the 
jeld : I know your Lordfhips expect the event : 
My Authors words of his Conuntrymen are theſe, 
Ne*%quid duttu ant auſpicio Decemvirorum .proſpere 
gereretur, vinci ſe patiebantur : They choſe rather to 
ſuffer a preſent diminution of their Honour, than 
by victory to'confirm the Tyranny of their new 
Maſters: At their return from this unfortunate ex- 
pedition, after ſome diftempers and/ expoſtulatr- 
ons of the people, another Senate, that #8, a ſe- 
cond Parliament, is call'd ; and there the: Decenr- 
viri are queſtioned, deprived of their Anthority, 
impriſoned, baniſh'd, and ſome loſe their: Lives : 
and ſoon after- his vindication of their Liberties, 
the Romans by their better ſucceſs, made it appear 
to the World, that Liberty and Courage dwell al- 
ways1n the ſame Breaſt, and are never to be di- 
vorced. No doubt, my Lords, but your Juſtice 
ſhall have the like effe& upon this diſpurited peo- 
H | ple3 
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ple; tis not the reſtitution of our ancient. Laws a- 
Jane, but the reſtauration of our ancient Courage, 
; which is expected from your Lordſhips. I need 
not ſay any thing to move your; juſt indignation, 
- that this Man ſhould fo cheaply give. away that 
which your Noble Anceſtors with ſo much Cou- 
rage. and Induſtry had ſo long maintain'd : You 
have often been told how careful they were, tho 
with the hazard: of their Lives and Fortunes, to 
derivethoſe Rights and Liberties as entire to Po- 
ſterity as-they received them from their Fathers : 
what they did with-labour, you may do with caſe; 
what they. did with danger, you may do ſecurely : 
the foundation of our Laws 1s not ſhaken with the 
Engine-of War ; they are only blaſted with the 
Breath of: theſe Men, and by your Breath they 
may bg reſtored. 

What: Judgments your Predeceſlors have gi- 
ven; \and>what Puniſhments their Predeceflors 
have ſuffered for Offences of this nature, your 
Lord{hips have already. been ſo well inform- 
ed, "that ] ſhall not trouble you with a repe- 
rition: of thoſe Precedents : Cnly (my Lords) 
ſomething 1 ſhall take leave to obſerve of the 
Perſon-with whoſe Charge I have preſented you, 
that you may the leſs doubt of the wilfulneſs of 
his Offence. 


His 
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His Education 1n the Inns of Court, his con- 
ſtant PraGtice-as a Councellor; and his Experience 
as a Judge (conſidered. with the miſchief he has 
done) makes it appear, that this Progreſs of his 
through the. Law, has been like that of a diligent 
Spie through a Country, into which he meant to 
conduc an Enemy, IT 

To let you ſee he did not offend for company 3 
there is one Crime ſo peculiar to himſelf, and of 
ſuch malignity, that it makes him at once unca- 
pable of your Lordſhips favour, and his own ſub- 
fiſtence incompatible with the right and propriety 
of the Subje& : for if you leave himin a capacity 
of interpreting the Laws 3 bas he not already de- 
clar'dhis opinion, That your Votes and Reſoluti- 


- ons againſt —_y are void, and that it is not. 


in the power of a Parliament, to aboliſh that Judg- 
ment? To him, my Lords, that has thus play d 
with the power of Parltament, we may well ap- 
ply what was once ſaid to the Goat browſing on 
the Vine. |

For the -pruofs, my Lords; they areſo manifeſt, 
that they will give you lirtle trouble in the diſqui- 
ſition : his Crimes are already upon Record, the 
Delinquent and the Witnels is the ſame; having 
from ſeveral ſeats of Judicature proclaim'd hitn- 
ſelf an Enemy to our Laws and Nation, Ex ore 
ſuo judicabiter. To which purpoſe; I am com- 
manded by the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſ- 
ſes of the Houſe of Commons, -to defire your 
Lordſhips that as ſpeedy a- proceeding may be 
had againſt Mr. Juſtice Crawley, as the conrle of 
Parhaments will permit. 
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
